NEW CITY MANAGER RECOMMENDS 


CHANGE IN CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


CONTROL CENTER 


When he sal down for the first lime behind his big desk al lhe 
qily hall on Monday, Arthur 
Bailey's 
first official task as Palm 
Springs' new city manager was lo launch a comprehensive survey of 
the local Civilian Defense set-up. 
After his two-day slu ty of Palm Springs' civilian defense facil­ 
ities, the new city manager was pleased to compliment the Defense 
Council, Fire Chief Bill Leonesio, Chief of Police Lyle Sanard and 
G. K. Sanborn, chief of public works and utilities, for their efforts 
and the splendid defense organisation they have set up. 
Bailey's 
only suggestion was the advisability of changing the control center 
from the city hall lo the second floor of the fire hall in order mainly 
to avoid the bottle-neck which the present telephone system would 
cause in the event of a genuine emergency. 


MORE ROOM 
< 


On the second floor of the fire 
station there is one large room in 
the front, covering alm ost half 
th e area, and another large room 
in the rear, w ith showers and 
kitchen adjoining. 
It has been suggested th at this 
large room in the re a r be fitted 
up as the m ain control center, 
w ith two tables in the m iddle— 
one to be provided w ith six tele­ 
phones to handle incom ing calls 
only, and the other w ith an equal 
num ber of phones for outgoing 
calls. 
In the event of an em er­ 
gency, six m em bers of the com ­ 
m ittee would do nothing but take 
incoming calls, noting the infor­ 
m ation they receive on the w ar­ 
dens’ report blanks. 
These re ­ 
ports would im m ediately be ta k ­ 
en to table num ber two and tu rn ­ 
ed over to the six staff officers, 
who would use the outgoing tele­ 
phone system 
for 
transm itting 
messages to their w orkers in the 
field. 
The six staff officers are: the 
fire chief, chief of police, the head 
of the W omen’s Ambulance and 
Defense Corps, chief of the m ed­ 
ical service, Red Cross chairm an 
and the head of the departm ent 
of public w orks and utilities.

B ailey’s findings, th ere is suffi­ 
cient w all space in the second 
floor room at the fire station for 
the control panel and the neces­ 
sary charts and maps.

In filing for the 
Democratic

“I am not a partisan legislator, 
as I helped to elect Gordon G ar­ 
land, a Democrat, the speaker of 
the assembly. 
I cannot afford a 
long campaign and I do not be­ 
lieve that one should be neces­ 
sary in the present times,” he 
said. 
“I was alert to the danger of 
attack on this coast and present­ 
ed legislation and secured its en­ 
actment at Sacramento barring 
Japanese fishing vessels from the 
vicinity of the Navy and Califor 
nia Naval bases.

the sovereign right to select any 
nominee of their choice.”

Backyard Barbecue Solves 
War’s Entertainment Problem 


W ith the entire nation seeking 
simpler means of entertainm ent 
because of war time requirements, 
the old-fashioned barbecue is rap­ 
idly growing in popularity. Back­ 
yard barbecues are becoming quite 
the s ty le fro m 
C a l i f o r n i a to 
Maine. 
Old tim ers at 
this business of 
barbecuing have 
developed it into 
a 
fine 
culinary 
art, and in this 
co n n e c tio n Max 
O. Cullen, nation­ 
ally known bar­ 
becue and carv­ 
ing expert, has 
brought out some 
new' wrinkles for 
the handling of 
those old stand­ 
bys, hamburgers 
and frankfurters. 
W hy d o es a 
frankfurter curl? 
Well, th a t’s a problem th a t has 
bothered m any a host, but if you're 
having a barbecue party and you 
want your franks to lie slim and 
straight as they nicely brown, try 
Cullen's little trick, as taken from 
the M-G-M. Pete Sm ith specialty 
"Barbee-Cues.” 
First, slice the frank lengthwis: 


down one side w ithout cutting en­ 
tirely through the casing, turn it 
over and slice parallel to the first 
slice. Then it opens up like an 
accordion and will not curl and 
fall through your grill. 
Anybody can b a rb e c u e meat, 
Cullen points out, if they will only 
remember these p o in te rs : live 
coals, not a flame, should be used 
as a source of heat—charcoal brik- 
ettes are good. 
Steaks and chops 
sh o u ld ru n an 
inch or more in 
th ic k n e s s , a n d 
need be turned 
o n ly 
o n ce 
in 
cooking. S u rp lu s 
f a t sh o u ld be 
trimmed away so 
it will not drip 
into the coals and flame up. 
If you’d like a ham burger bar­ 
becue. take another hint from 
Cullen’s repertoire and s a tis fy 
everybody’s taste. Make your ham ­ 
burger into a ball and barbecue it 
slowly until the outside is well- 
done. Then, slice it into three parts 
and you have two well-done pieces 
for those who like it th a t way, and 
one rare piece — the center — for 
those who like their m eat rare. 
C ullen personally guarantees th at 
tarbecue fans will go for ham ­ 
burgers prepared this way.

NEW V-MAIL LETTFRS CAN NOW BE 
SENT TO AND BY MEN IN THE ARMED 
FORCES; AVAILABLE AT POSTOFFICE 


Postm aster R. M. Gorham announces the operation, beginning im ­ 
m ediately, of the new V-Mail for correspondence to and from the 
men in the arm ed forces only. These letters are a com bination sheet 
and envelope so constructed and gumm ed as to fold into uniform 
and distinctly m arked envelopes. The message and address m ay bo 
typew ritten or w ritten w ith dark ink or dark pencil, w ithout en­ 
closures of any sort. It is then photographed on micro-film and 
dispatched by the most expeditious m ethod available—fast surface 
vessel, plane ferry or by combining the use of both. 


T he great advantage of this 
method of forwarding m ail to the 
armed forces is that it w ill reach 
them in much less tim e than or­ 
dinary letters and with much less 
w eight and space used in tran s­ 
porting it. As an exam ple of the 
saving of w eight and space, in 
the dispatch of 150,000 ordinary 
one-sheet letters to overseas des­ 
tinations, the letters w ill weigh 
2575 pounds and require space 
for 37 m ail sacks, while the pho­ 
tographed letters will w eigh but 
1500 pounds and 
require 
the 
space used by only 22 m ail sacks, 
thus leaving available transpor­ 
tation of vital m ilitary m aterial 
w eighing 1075 pounds and oc- 
cuping space equivalent 
to 
15 
sacks of mail. If the letters are 
micro-filmed, a reduction of a p ­ 
proxim ately 
97 
per 
cent 
in 
weight is accomplished. The orig­ 
inal of each V-Mail lette r will 
be retained by m ilitary authori­ 
ties u ntil it has been ascertain­ 
ed the film has reached its des­ 
tination. If the first film fails 
to reach its destination, another 
will be made and dispatched.

Chocolate Cream Scones 
1 cup sifted eako flour; 1 tea­ 
spoon (ioublo-acting baking powder;

cup light cream or top 
milk; 1 square unsweetened choco­ 
late, melted. 
Rift 
flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, sugar, and salt, and 
sift again. 
Add cream and stir 
until all flour is dampened; then 
add chocolate and stir vigorously 
until mixturo forms a soft dough 
and follows spoon around bowl. 
Turn out immediately on slightly 
floured board and knead 30 seconds. 
Divide dough in 3 parts; roll each 
into a ball, pat. % inch thick, and 
cut across to make 4 triangular 
scones.

STATE GUARDSMEN ASKED BY MAJOR 


TO ZIP THEIR LIPS; NEWSPAPERS ARE 


REQUESTED TO COOPERATE WITH THEM 


M ajor G eneral W alter C. Sweeney, w ho assum ed command of 
the slate m ilitary forces of California on Ju n e 8, last w eek issued an 
official statem ent in w hich he outlined his policies. 


In view of the possibility of^ 
disaster arising from the combat 
zone position of the state and the 
many problems to be worked out, 
he is asking the fullest coopera­ 
tion of all residents of the state. 
"In ordeT to give us a chance 
to work out 
our problems, but 
primarily in order 
to safeguard 
the interests of our own people in 
this time of possible danger, I am 
directing the 
personnel of the 
State Guard and other military 
forces not to discuss with anyone, 
except officially, any matters re­ 
lating to military affairs especial­ 
ly regarding the strength, loca­ 
tion, movement, duties or the ac­ 
tivities of the state military forc­ 
es,” the new commanding officer 
said. 
“At the same time, I am re­ 
questing the newspapers, radio 
and other publicity agencies to 
accord to the State Guard and 
other military forces of California 
the same high standard of vol­ 
untary censorship as is now so 
successfully extended to the fed­ 
eral military and naval forces. 
“In this time of high wages and 
many jobs, I feel that the very 
fact that a man is a member of 
the^State Guard or other military 
forces is prima facia evidence of 


a spirit of patriotism on his part 
and of a desire to serve his com­ 
munity in this emergency. He is, 
therefore, entitled to every con­ 
sideration 
and 
to full support 
from the public whose interests 
he is serving. 
“My observation 
of the uni­ 
formed members 
of 
the State 
Guard confirms this feeling of 
their worthiness. They have been 
and are performing arduous, tire­ 
some and hard w ork duty in a 
highly 
efficient 
manner under 
conditions 
which, 
to 
say the 
least, have been made difficult 
through no fault of their own. 
“The 
success of our military 
protective measures to meet the 
unknown dangers that may come 
can be gauged by the military ef­ 
ficiency and 
readiness 
of our 
State Guard.

A pportionm ents of $2,612.36 in 
m otor vehicle license fees to Palm 
Springs, and of $48,794.28 to Riv­ 
erside county 
w ere 
announced 
today in Sacram ento by th e D e­ 
partm ent of M otor Vehicles. 
These 
apportionm ents repre­ 
sent vehicle 
license 
fee collec­ 
tions for the period, July 1,1941, 
to M arch 31, 1942. This tax, also 
known as the “in lieu tax form ­ 
erly was collected by cities and 
counties as a personal 
property 
levy. 
The local apportionm ents w ere 
based on a population of 3434 for 
th e city and 
of 
64,141 for the 
county and w ere a portion of a 
grand total of $9,560,811.58 ap ­ 


portioned to all 
th e 
cities and 
counties of California. The grand 
total is about $100,000 less than 
for the same period of 1941. 


Of the total apportionm ent $1,­ 
912,162.32, or 20 percent, w ent to 
the state's general fund. The re ­ 
m ainder w ent to the cities and 
counties in equal am ounts of $3,­ 
824,324.63. 
The city apportion­ 
m ent w as based on a total popu­ 
lation of 5,027,147 and the county 
apportionm ent on a population of 
6,907,387. 


The D epartm ent reported its 
net income for the period from
